Interpreting The N ew t 
Shepard Is Coolest 
Man At Launch Site

The doctor who kept check on 
body reaction of a.stronaut Alan 
B. .Shepard Jr. durini» hl.s space 
flight Friday said Shepard per­ 
formed as a “ p<*rfectly normal 
m an.” 
Dr. Stanley C, White .said that 
during the Icmg period 
more 
than 
four 
hour.s 
during 
which 
Shepard was in the cap.sule be­ 
fore lift off. he was “probably the 
most calm ” of anylnx iy in the 
ground and support crew involved 
in the project. 
White kept 
tab on Shepard’s 
heart, respiration, and body tem­ 
perature.* by means of radio sig­ 
nals sent from sensors attached 
to Shepard’s body. 
He said Shepard “ followed the 
script a.s laid out.” that he called 
out the sequence of events in a 
clear and loud voice, with the only 
strain during the great stress of 
gravity forces during the re-entry 
into the atmosphere. 
During re-entry, Shepard ex pe­ 
rienced 11 times the force of grav­ 
ity, White said. 
The doctor reported that Shep- 
ard'.s heart beat was normal and 
that his pulse during most of the 
flight was 105. 
The only time that Shepard’s 
pulse picked up to 120 wa.s during 
great stres.ses of launch and re­ 
entry 
White spoke in the control cen­ 
ter where the men who had mon­ 
itored the mission rci>orted acro.ss 
the board that the astronaut, the 
capsule, the rocket, the recovery 
forces, did a sirtually perfect job. 
Astronaut 
Donald 
K. 
.Slayton, 
who was in voice communication 
with Shepard throughout the long 
wait in the capsule, said the astro­ 
naut uttered “no complaint” and 
was fine. During the flight, he 
said. Shepard performed all m a­ 
neuvers strictly by the IwKik 
“ He just got tired sitting there 
that long.” Slayton said 
Mort Schler, who kept a check
